Although the Isle of Purbeck is Te 
strictly speaking an island, the wid 
stretching Dorset heaths and the.

“It is from -these hills. that the fa- 
mous Purbeck mar.ie oomesy-and the 
men who quarry it are jaliiost a race 
apart, says the fy lobe. Many 
years ago, it is said, a |: number of 
them came from _ Norma:

proclaim their forei origin. « ~ 

The “hills behind beautiful Swanage 
are scored with hundreds of little quar- 
ries and. théir altendant piles of b 
bish, and all/day long the “chip,.chip, 
chip” of their tireless workers cany be 
heard fat and wide. Rough roads’ and 
uneven cart tracks cross the.déwn in 
every direction, and as evening comes 
on they are thronged with groups of 
quarrymen: returning to their stone 
buill cottages, which are to be met with 
in the least likely places, or which form 
isolated hamlets here and there. The 
biggest of the quarry villages around 
Swanage are Langton Matravers and 
Worth Matravers, the lalter- on the 
breezy uplands« close to St. Alban’s 
Head. To those used to the big open} 
quarries owned by large firms these little 
Purbeck workings seem very strange. 
Two or three men own and work a 
quarry according to ancient custom, by 
which no stranger is allowed to enter 
purtnership with natives, and all work- 
ers must have served their 


SEVEN YEARS’ APPRENTICESHIP. 


A narrow sloping shaft is driven some 
3U feet to 100 feet into Lhe hillside, from 
which a tunnel is bored directly into the 
seam of stune. This tunnel is narrow 
and darhp. and the stone has‘to be hewn 
oul by hand, the work being long and 
arduous,’ for, of course, no blasung is 
permissible. The bottom of the sloping 
shaft is paved with stoné slabs, and the 
rough hewn rock is levered on to low 
trucks which are hauled up the slide by 
means of a chain-and winch. This is 
in the form of a rough wooden horse 
whim, such as may sometimes be seen 
working chaff-cutting machines in farm- 
yards. A few of the little quarries pos- 
sess a donkey, whose duty it is to haul 
up the stone, or one donkey may do the 
work of two or three of these little syn- 
dicates. 

Each quarry is usually surrounded by 
1 low wall of piled up stones, an open- 
ing being left al one place Ww serve as 
an entrance. When the men, are away 
& pole will often be put across this en- 
trance as a sign that it is closed for the 
day. Roughly built sheds and shelters 
of slahs of stone, in which the workers 
shape the blocks, are constructed against 
the inside of this wall. Here may be 
seen the large flat slabs .which  after- 
ward form the pavement of,towns. In 
one corner of the enclosure is the slop- 
ing shaft overgrown with briar, bracken 
and wild flowers; in the slabs which 
ferm the sloping slide up which the little 
trucks of stone are drawn, deep, rusty- 
cclored channels are worn by the chain.

tod: Make the milk just luke-warm, 
and’stir the yeast into it. Pour the yeast 
into the hollow, and mix it well with 
the flour, but be careful to preserve a 
ring of dry flour all round the edge. Set 
in a warm place and allow it to rise.

Sweet Crust.—With six ounces of fine 
Lreadcrumbs mix intimately four ounces 
of sifted sugar. Arrange closely in a 
deep pie-dish one and one-half poupds 
of good cooking apples, peeled, cored, 
and sliced. Sprinkle between the cre- 
vices and over the top of the apples four 
6 Six Ounces of dried currants and three 
tablespoonfuls of sugar. Now spread 
the. mixture of breadcrumbs and sugar 
upon the apples and curants, smootly it 
down firmly, ana sift some powdered 
sugar over the surface; bake in a brisk 
over for three-quarters of an hour. The 
crumbs and sugar combine, under the 
influence of heat and moisture from the 
apples, to form a firm crust, which is as 
good to eat cold as hot; and the consti- 
tuents of which could never be guesed 
by persons “out of the secret.” 

Countess Pudding.—Mix with four 
ounces of flour two ounces of fine su- 
gar and one teaspoonful of baking-pow- 
der; then add two ounces of, butter 
(melted), three tablespoonfuls of minced 
evrrants, and the grated rind of a very 
small Jemon.

How long are the nations of Europe go- 
ing to tolerate the continuance of this 
Piague-spot in their midst? 

“That is the®question that should be 
ogilaled in the press and chancelleries 
of every Furopean capital, whose gilded 
youth are ruined annually in scores, for 
they flock thither in ever-increasing 
numbers solely because of the gambling 
facililies, made more seductive by the 
beauty of the place, its gardens, and the 
unrivalled Casino band, 

“The profits, I may state, accruing 
from the lables, which average 30,000,000 
francs, are divided between the share- 
helders, the municipality and the Prince 
of Monaco. On the same day the Goolds 
are supposed to have commilted the 
crime with which they are charged there 
occurred at Casetllumare ihe suicide of 
a young English and American couple 
on their honeymoon who had heen 
ruined at Monte Carlo. 

“President Roosevelt might well as- 
sume the initiative in this righteous cru- 
sade, for the American plutocrats are as 
prominent at the tables as the aristo- 
cracy of Europe. 


MAX PEMBERTON’S VIEWS. .-

one thing is clear—Monte Carlo is the 
haunt of every adventurer and adven- 
turess in the world.

“The obvious curse of tne place ts that 
fools go there to make money out of the 
tables, and rogues go there to make 
money out of the fools. ‘The atmosphere 
is most demoralizing to young people, 
who lose their heads, and ulso all sense 
of the value of money. 

“Another great evil is that of pure 
English girls succumbing to the atmos- 
phere, ‘They are often brought in con- 
tact at the tables with undesirable per- 
sons, With whom they aciually converse.

to have photos and plans of it at the 
Pacific World's Fair, in order that arch- 
aeologisis may be able to give an in- 
telligent opinion. 

The story of the first discovery «f 
the alleged Noah's Ark is of itself a 
classic in the north. In the early days 
of the Klondike rush a brilliant coterie 
of writers gathered in the new camp. 
Gf those who have since given to the 
werld their impressions were Jack Lon- 
acn, Rex Beach, Jack Corbett, former 
Senator Jerry Lysch, of California, and 
others, But in the newspaper world af 
Duwson, then particularly bright, the 
particular slar was one Rernard H.

CASEY WAS. UNEXCELLED.

The era of naked divers exposed to 
Peril from sharks has passed away. 
Modern brogress equips the -pearler with 
a suit of india rubber, copper breast- 
plate, with leaden weights back and 
tont; helmet, glass panelled and with 
telephonic attachments; air pipes, 1ife 
lines and a submarine searchlight, Thus 
equiyeped the peur] diver may Spend 

~ Six or eight hours at the botlom of the 
sea, whereas in olden times three snin- 
ules made a record. 

Although pearls are found in nearly 
all molluses and even in univalves, like 
{2 Australian haliotis, a kind of bar- 
neéle, true pearls are prduced only by 
the pearl oyster or mother of pearl 
shell. The latter is really the diver's 
bread and butter.

The Poisonous Black Sea. 

The Black sea, which in some parts 
has a depth of more than 6,500 feet, is 
poisoned by sulphureted hydrogen 
wherever the water is deeper than 
1,200 feet. This accounts for the curl- 
ous fact that there is no organic life 
below that depth, excepting perhaps 
some bacteria of very low order, im- 
pregnated with sulphur. The causes 
for this: phenomenon are ¢ 
by the quick outflow of the fresh wa- 
ter through the Bosporus, while salt 
water- coming from the Mediterranean 


enters through a deeper current into | 


the depths.of the Black sea. The wa- 
ters on the surface are, therefore, con- 
trolled absolutely by horizontal cur- 
rents of considerable force, and verti- 
cal currents which might carry the 
noxious gases from the bottom to the 
gurface and fresh oxygen from the 
surface to the bottom are hardly ever 
noticeable. The water at great depths 
ig so saturated with sulphuric gas by 
the disintegration of organic matter 
sinking to the bottom by reason of its 
weight that no fish or other living be- 
ing which needs oxygen for it% organic 
system can: exist beyond a stated

THE LATEST POSTAL TOKEN. 





It Is In the Form of a Ticket Good for; 
a Five Cent Stamp. ~~~~ 


A new postage stamp, or rather the 
equivalent of a postage slamp, a reply 
ccupon, as it is officially cailed, has 
been designed and w:il be put into cir- 
culation on October 1 next by the Inter- 
national Bureau of the Universal Posta; 
Union at Berne. 

The new postal token is in the form 
of a ticket, entitling the holder to ex- 
change it for a postage stamp of the 
value of 25 centimes, or the equivalent 
of that sum in those countries that have 
adopted the arrangement concluded last 
year by he delegates of most of the 
civilized nations assembled at the Postal 
Congress in Rome. 

The arrangement was to the effect that 
a coupon should be devised to enable a 
person,to write te a correspondent in a 
foreign land, enclosing’ the value of a 
stamp for a reply. incidentally also, the 
ccupon will enable persons to pay small 
accounts in foreign lands without going 
to the trouble of procuring a money 
order, 

For instance, a resident of Canada 
Imay write to a carrespondent in France 
and Germany and desire to prepay the 
stamp required for the answer. All he 
has to do is to spend six cents for a re- 
piy coupon at any Canadian post office 
aud enclose it in his lelter. The French 
or German addressee will exchange the

THE ENGINEER'S STORY, 


George Hodge, the enginee *the :l- 
fated train, was called, ana ‘hkapae 
ly he got on the stand his counsel Mr. 
Tibinette, K. C., had entered a formal 
objection to Hodge giving evidence, co 
as td obtain the protection of the court 
concerning anything which he might 
bey to incriminate himself. 

“I think,” said the coroner, “it would 
be well to allow the witness to give nis 
evidence in this way, that if he objects 
to answer a’ question because it might 
incriminate him, then he has the pro- 
tection which he craves. That answer 
eculd not be used against him.” 

“At the same time,” remarked the 
ecroner to Hodge, “you are not excus- 
ed from answering any question which 
may be asked you here.” 

“Tam quite satisfied with that,” Mr, 
Robinette. replied. 

The examination of Hodge was then 
proceeded with. He. deposed:—“I lett 
Markdale at ‘7.34, and had a good run 
to Or@ngeville, which we reached al 
£.55. There were three cars added there 
and we left between 9.05 aun. and 9.06 
a.m, We reached Caledon at 9.20, and 
received an order to run one hour late 
of the original schedule. We left Cale- 
eon ‘at 9.21, and before reaching the 
curve, and ubout 150 yards from the 
blow board, I slewed down and shut off 
sieam. .1 applied the brakes about a 
quarter of a mile from where the ac- 


on the air pressure of the brake, which 
was sufficient, in my opinion, to steady 
the train. ‘1st before the accident | 
was about « release the brakes.” 

» “Did you release the brakes?” 

“No, sir. Not intentionally.” 

Describing the accident, Hodge said 
he felt the engine give a sudden lurch, 
und found himself out on the ground. 
.Hodge explained that at the time tno 
engine gave a lurch he was thrown lo 
the north, and as he had {ls hand on 
the brake it Would have tie effect of 
releasing the brake. 


HODGE’S EPERIENCE. 


Replying to. Mr. Robinette, Hodge 
said he had been acting as @myineer of 
« freight train since January of this 
year, but had had experience as a fire- 
man since December, 1902. He had 
cenly previously to last Tuesday run 
one passenger train over this line. He 
was between 23 and 24 years of pe: 

In answer to Mr, McFadden he said:— 
“I took one train up the night before. 
There were passengers on it. That was 
the only passenger train I had run over 
this line.” j 

BRAKES WORKED WELL. | 


The brakes were working well. He

AVOIDING S€ARLET FEVER. 


Scarlet fever is an eruptive disease, 
attacking persons of any age, but usual- 
ly children, since, owing to ils wide 
prevalence and exceedingly contagious 
characler, few persons attain adult life 
without having been exposed to it. For 
this reason it is classed among the dis- 
eases of childhood. 

It is the most serious of all the ordi- 
nary children’s diseases, for, in addition 
ts the direct mortality, which varies in 
differen. epidemics between two. and 
thirty per cent. of those attacked, it is 
prone to leave behind an acut® or 
chronic disease of the kidneys, or an in- 
flammation of the ears Which may cause 
permanent deafness, 

It is exceedingly contagious at all 
Siages, from the very beginning until 
the last bit of skin has peeled off. This 
contagion is carried on in the discharges 
from the nose and throat, and in. the 
hils of skin thrown off in the final stages 
of desquamation, or “peeling ;" and it, is 
very long-lived, persisting somelimes 
for months in handkerchiefs, bedding, 
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way. If you have a great deal of writ- 
ing-or reading to do, it is important that 
you should not bend the head forward 
more than is absolutely necessary. 
When you stoop you consirict the veins 
of the neck, and the eyes do not receive 
the amount of blood which is their due. 
A proper flow of.blood is essential for 
the repair of fie waste which is contin- 
ually taking place in the eyes, as in all 
other parts of us. 

‘For a similar reason you should not 
ailempt to read in a recumbent position 
—when you are in bed, for example. 
Then the pressure of the. blood is too 
great at the eyes, and the muscles sur- 
rounding them quickly become tired. 

Besides taking these precautions, you 
should practice a system of sight cul- 
ture. Whenever you have an opportun- 
iy of looking at far distant objects, as 
you have in the country or by the sea- 
side, exercise your power of vision by 
trying to dislinguish as many different 
objects as you can. Stop this experiment 
when yotr eyes get tired, and try it 
aguin. In this way you can_strengihen 
yeur eyes’ almost as easily as you can 
develop your muscles,

Eighteen Chinese. Cause Government 
Officials Worry. 


A despatch from Ottawa says: There | 
are eighteen Chinese in custody in Syd- 
ney who are providing a puzzle for the | 
chief controller of Chinese immigration. 
in Ottawa, and who seem to have hit! 
upon a flaw in the fabric of Canadian | 
law. The Chinese came ashore from the 
schooner Colorus, which brought them 
from Newfoundland. The captain al- 
leged that they escaped. They were 
seized by the customs officials as smug- 
gled goods, and are now in jail. The 
law provides that the Chinese who enter 
Canada irregularly may be placed in 
jail for a year, but it makes no further 
provision regarding them. No authority 
is given to deport. Il is not considered 
gcod policy to keep eighteen Chinese in 
jail ior a year and then give them their 
liberty, without even the payment of the 
$500 entrance fee. A year in jail is 
hardly considered a qualification for 
permanent Canadian residence, The

LORD CURZON ON INDIA) TERRIBLE FALSE‘ALARMS 


TRIBUTE TO THE MEMORY OF 
LORD CLIVE. 


The Present Agitation in India Affects 
Only a Small Number Com- 
paratively. 


At a dinner given in London recently 
by the Merchant Tailors’ Company, Lord 
Curzon, as an honored guest, was ad- 
mitted to the freedom of the Company. 
His speech, which is given in part as 
follows, refers in the beginning, to the 
plan of the Company to ae enected in 

memory of 
Lord Clive. 

“The proposal to honor Clive was not 
@ proposal to extol one nationality at the 
expense of another, but a proposal mere- 
ly to honor one of the greatest figures 
in that immense international drama 
which had made tWo nations one. 
might be thought that recent events in 
India had tended to make the realiza- 
tion of that ideal more difficult. Per- 
haps that was so; but if any man wished 
tc form a correct view of the real posi- 
tion in India he must not get out of, he 
must remember the scale. If they had 
heard of unrest and agitation in India, 
they must not for one moment believe 
that it applied to ve 300,000,060 of (he 
population. Out of that total 250,000,000, 
in all probability, had not the slightest 
idea of the existence of any unrest at 
all, and of the remaining 50,000,000 a 
large proportign did not in the smallest 
degree share such sentiments. The greet 
mass of the population of India were 
peasants engaged in the cultivation of 
the soil; their wants were nol political, 
but material, What we had to give therm 
was a just and patient administration. 


BEST CLASS LOYAL. 


“So long as we did that there was not 
the slightest fear of their being found on 
the side of rebellion, unless—which, God 
forbid !—some great wave of racial feel- 
ing should be aroused which would de- 
Stroy the balance of their reason and 
sweep them into the cause of disorder. 
He could not’ conceive of any situation 
arising in India, however desperate the 
ecnvulsion, in which the princes and 
chiefs woulld throw their forces on the 
side of rapine and disorder.
